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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The application has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible typographical and grammatical errors. However, Applicant's 
cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of Which he/she may become aware in 
the application. 

Drawings 

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 18-21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dye (6,145,069). 

Regarding claims 1-3, Dye discloses a memory device (see, for example, Figs. 3- 
5) comprising a memory controller (see abstract, lines 1+ and CEFMC or CEMC of Figs. 
3-5) for controlling a flash memory device (100/900), wherein the controller includes a 
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lossless (see lines 6-7 of the abstract) decx)mpression engine block/circuit (280) 
operative to decompress data that has been externally compressed (column 2, lines 62- 
65) and loaded into the memory device (280) (this block/circuit, 280, acts and/or 
functions the same as the lossless decompression accelerator of the claimed invention 
- that is to decompress data that has been externally compressed and loaded into the 
memory). 

Regarding claims 4-5, Dye discloses/teaches a flash memory device/system (900 
of Figs. 3-5) comprising a lossless (abstract, lines 6-7) decompression accelerator 
operative to decompress data that has been externally compressed and loaded into the 
memory device (see the explanation above and/or entire text). 

Regarding claims I872I, Dye's memory device (Figs. 3-5) would perform the 
method associated with the memory device of claims 1-5 because of the 
reasons/explanations above (see additional text, for example, lines 61-67, 23-26, and 
31-33 of columns 2, 4, and 18, respectively). 

PriorArt 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclose (see the attached PTO-892). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 6-1 7 are allowed. The best prior art, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
teach the subject matter of the variable-length token and Lempel-Ziv decoders.
